Free Trade and Protection. 


The discussion of free trade and 
protection between the Rt. Hon. 
W. E. Gladstone of England and 
the Hon. James G. Blaine in the 
North American Review, received 
at this Office this morning, is what 
might have been expected from 
two such minds. Speaking of the 
last Presidential election in this 
country, Mr. Gladstone says: 

“ But all the agencies in that great 
election have now done their work, 
and protection has obtained her 
victory. Be she the loveliest and 
most fruitful mother of nations, or 
be she an impostor and a swindler, 
distinguished from other swindlers 
mesinly by the vast scale of her op- 
erations, she no longer stands 
within the august shadow of the 
election, and she must take her 
chances in the arena of discussion 
as &.common combatant, entitled 
to free speech and to fair treat- 
ment, but to nothing more; so 
that the citizens of two countries, 
long friendly, and evidently des- 
tined to yet closer friendship, may 
more calmly and safely pursue ap 
argument which, from either of 
the opposing points of view, has 
the most direct bearing on the 
wealth, comfort and well-being of 
the people on both sides of the 
water.” 

True, the subject is open to dis- 
cussion and there is nothing for 
protection to lose in an open and 
free debate of the question. While 
Mr. Gladstone is a strong advocate 
of free trade, as viewed from an 
English standpoint he is entitled to 
a hearing, but experience has 
taught Americans that honest pro- 
tection to honest labor is what the 
United States wants te build up 
her manufactories and keep labor 
up to a dignified standard and 
not allow it to drop to a degree 
below respectability, as it has in 
England. After all, labor is the 
wealth of any country, and if free 
trade is inaugurated it would drop 
in the scale to a point below 
where an intelligent workman 
could maintain and educate his 
family, and we want nothing of 
the kind in this country. Laboris 
respectable and should have every 
protection thrown around it that 
is possible. 

Mr. Blaine opens his argument 

as follows: There can be no doubt 
that Mr. Gladstone is the most dis- 
tinguished representative of the 
free-trade school of political 
economists. His address in Par- 
liament on his celebrated budget, 
when Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in 1853, was declared 
by Lord John Russell 
contain the ablest exposition of 
the true principles of finance ever 
delivered by an English states- 
man.”

He msy 
be assured that apology is super- 
fluous. Americans of all classes 
hold him in honor. Free-traders 
will rejoice in so eminent an «d- 
vocate, and protectionists. always 
the representatives of liberality 
and progress, will be’ glad to hear 
his opinion upon a question of such 
transcoutinental importance to the 
past, the present and the future 
Republic. 

Mr. Blaine from an American 
stand-point has much the best of 
the discussion, and the subject has 
lost none of its interest by the

‘‘thog-nosed” bit, and it roots up that 
cannon asif it enjoyed the operation. 
No long, graceful curls come from this 
boring, but small, crisp shavings that 
are removed as fast as they accumulate 
in order that the boring tool’s work 
shall not be interfered with. The bit is 
going into the steel at the rate of three- 
eighths of an inch for every turn of the 
cannon, and it is making a round hole 
almost large enough for a boy to put his 
head in—five and three-quarters inches 
in diameter. As the round hole grows 
deeper, the heavy bar, on which the bit 
is fastened, advances into the cannon 
steadily, moved by anumber of wheels 
and screws that form part of the lathe. 

I must not lose sight of the shavings, 
the little ones that come from the inside 
and the long, spirally-twisted ones that 
are turned from the outside of the can- 
non. A military-looking man, standing 
near the lathe, does not lose sight of 
these shavings or trimmings either. 
This man’s business is to carefully in- 
spect the borings and trimmings. That 
is what he is paid to do. Uncle Sam 
pays him and expects him to earn his 
salary. The cannon is being made for 
Uncle Sam and he intends to find out all 
its qualities, whether good or bad. So 
the man eyes the borings carefully 
Now, if with a plane or your knife-blade. 
you will cut a thin shaving from a bit of 
wood, it will show any little flaw exist- 
ing in the wood from which it was sliced 
The tiniest knot-hole or crack will show 
in the shaving much more plainly than 
in the wood itself. Soitis with a cam- 
non’s shaving. It is adreadful tell-tale, 
and the fault-finding man beside the gun 
knows this perfectly well. He examines 
the spiral turning or the little piece of 
boring and finds no evidence of a flaw 
or crack. The long spiral strip is as 
smooth as glass and as glossy as your 
sister’s curls. 

Into the solid steel the hog-nosed "bit 
roots its way until it is in so far thata 
little electric light must bear itcompany 
to show the workmen how matters are 
progressing in the heart of the cannon. 
After eighteen days of steady boring the 
bit lets daylight into the bore of the 
cannon by emerging at the other (or 
larger) end, seventeen feet away.—St.
